Soldiers advised on illegal orders

The Yesh Gvul movement yester- 
day began distributing a booklet to 
soldiers outlining their right to re- 
fuse illegal orders in the territories. 
The booklet reviews definitions of 
illegal orders, including reported or- 
ders to beat Palestinians offering 20 
resistance. It also surveys interna- 
tional law regarding treatment of 


persons in occupied territories, and 
IDF orders requiring troops to abide 
by the Geneva Conventions. 

The booklet calls on soldiers to 
refuse “patently illegal orders” and 
warms them that they are criminally 
liable for obeying such orders. 

Several hundred copies of the 
publication were distributed yester- 
day to troops serving in the territo- 
ries. 


‘Washington Post’ reports: 
‘Secret Pentagon payoffs to Israel 
proposed for not attacking pipeline’

WASHINGTON - Promoters of a 
$1 billion Lraqi oil pipeline. includ- 
ing National Security Council staff 
members and Attorney-General 
Edwin Meese’s close friend, Bob 
Wallach, proposed making secret 

yments to Israel from the Penta- 
gon's budget to ensure that Israel 
would not attack the pipeline, The 
Washington Post reported yester- 
day. 

Quoting informed sources, the 
newspaper said that the plan. which 


- never got off the ground, was de- 


vised in late 1985 after other at- 
tempts to ensure the safety of the 
pipeline project had failed. 

The newspaper cited previously 
undisclosesd memos prepared by 
Wallach which suggested that the 
proposed Pentagon payoffs to Israel 
were supported by Meese and en- 
dorsed by the late CIA director, 
William Casey. 

“The idea was for it to come out 


of the defence budget-on an instal- ᾿ 


ment basis,” one source familiar 
with the plan said. “It was, effec- 
tively, to be a payment to the Israe- 
lis to Ὅς good.” ὃ 

But it was this plan, the sources 


told the newspaper, that former na- 
tional security adviser William 
Clark denounced as “a protection 
racket" for Israel when he was con- 
sulted about it over the 1985 Christ- 
mas holiday. It was reportedly 
squelched shortly afterwards by the 
just-appointed national security ad- 
viser John Poindexter on Clark’s 
recommendation. 

Earlier this week, documents 
were released alleging that then- 
prime minister Peres had been in- 
volved in a deal which would have 
brought as ouch as $700 million to 
Israel over 10 years from the pipe- 
line's revenues. A “portion” of that 
money, the memo said, was sup- 
posed to go directly to the Labour 
P; 


arty. 

According to the deal, Bruce 
Rappaport, an Israeli-born Swiss 
businessman and close friend of 
Peres, was brought into the pipeline 
project to market some 300,000 bar- 
rels of oil a day through a terminal at 
Aqaba. Rappaport then hired Wal- 
lach -- Meese’s former laywer -- to 
represent him in Washington. It was

Egyptians propose Arab 
peace march into Israel 
to support Palestinians 


CAIRO (Reuter) — Egypt's political 
Parties plan to hold a massive 

march into Israel within three 
months in support of Palestinian 
demonstrators in the West Bank and 
on Strip, an organizer said yester-

He told Reuter rth he would fly 
to Tunis on Friday to meet PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat and arrange 
for deported Palestinians to join the 
march. 

Israel has expelled about 2,200 
Palestinians from the West Bank 
and Gaza since capturing the territo- 
ties in the 1967 Six Day War, he 
said. 

The Egyptian parties announced 
their plan following the PLO's failed 
attempt earlier this month to send 
deported Palestinians back to Israel 
by ship. Aa explosion crippled the 
PLO’s intended “Ship of Retum” in 


Tus. 

Kholi, a journalist and leading 
member of the small leftist unionist 
Progressive Party, said he would 
also go to Algeria, Morocco and 
iraq to promote the march. Other 
politicians will visit additional Arab 
countries. 

Asked what the marchers would 
do if Israel stopped them when they 
tried-to cross the border: Kheli said 
that they would press on regardless. 

“This time, it ts the [Arab] people 


and not armies that will cross the 
frontiers, and we are determined to 
cross under any circumstances with- 
out firing a bullet,” he said. 

“We will tell the whole world we 
are not going to let the Palestinians 
down this time, as we did in 1982,” 
Kholi said, referring to the israeli 
invasion of Lebanon. 

He said the Egyptian parties 
planned to have the marchers enter 
Israel simultaneously from Egypt, 
Sytia, Jordan and Lebanon at a date 
still to be fixed. 

“We pray to God that the Syrian 
and Jordanian governments will 
open their borders for us to cross. 
We bave been reassured that Egypt 
will not object.” he said. 

Kholi said he hoped Israeli peace 
activists would j join the marchers in 
Israel. His committee would urge 
Israel to put the Palestinians under 
international protection. 

He said that Egypt, the most pop- 
ulous Arab state and the only one 
pledged to peace with Israel, would 
contribute one-third of the march- 


ors.

says Yossi Beilin, the political direc- 
tor-general of the Foreign Ministry. 
The current U.S. administration is 
“very friendly to Israel,” he adds, 
“and I doubt very much whether a 
similar degree .of intimacy can be 
achieved with any administration in 
the foreseeable future. We are the 
ones who should be interested in 
this administration getting involved 
in the peace process. 

“As long as Secretary of State 
George Shultz and President Rea- 
gan are in power. we should strive to 
reach an agreement on the princi- 
ples of the peace process.” 

While the Likud speaks of the 
“bad timing” of the Shultz initiative, 
Beilin exudes a sense of urgency. 
And while his counterparts at the 
Prime Mimister’s Office do not hold 
much hopes for Shultz's chances of 
success, Beilin allows himself to say 
that he is “cautiously optimistic” 
about the mission. But Beilin’s opti- 
mism may be just a state of mind. 

“T realize that high expectations 
are out of place because of the reali- 
ty of the situation. So I don’t say 
that anyone is headed for easy vic- 
tories. But 1 am a little concerned 
that the preat efforts being made to 
express pessimism will turn out to be 
a self-fulfilling prophecy.”

AFTER ALMOST three months of 
intifada (uprising) in the territories. 
the PLO leadership outside the 
country, especially chairman Yasser 
Arafat, are faced with a basic prob- 
lem: how to guide the uprising and 
make political gains without bring- 
ing it to an end or slowing its 
momentum. 

Israeli experts say that Arafat is 
afraid that the insurrection may die 
out the same way it started — sponta- 
neously. There are also fears among, 
the PLO leadership abroad that 
what has been a civil or popular 
revolt up to now may tum info an 


armed revolt; and they are doing all . 


they can to prevent this. 

They know that the moment fire- 
arms are used, the Palestinians in 
the territories will lose their main 
advantage. The fact that they were 
not using firearms helped reverse 
their image into that of a Palestinian 
David fighting against an Israeli Go- 
liath . 

An armed revolt could be 
quashed almost immediately by the 
IDF, causing many more casualties, 
mainly to the Palestinians, and may 
also push the Israelis — according to 
some PLO publications abroad -- to 
start a massive expulsion campaign. 
The PLO chiefs know that Israel 
could handle such a revolt efficiently 
since the IDF is trained to fight 
armed soldiers, and not unarmed 
civilians. The fact that IDF soldiers 
have had to face old' women and 
children has caused immense em- 
barrassment to the Israelis and dam- 
aged their image abroad. That is 
why the PLO, Fatah leaders in par- 
ticular, would like the civil uprising 
to continue. They have thus in-

Despite the fundamental differ- 
ences that exist between the five 
factions of the PLO, they have man- 
aged to present a united front to the 
world since the unrest began last 
December. That apparent unity has 
also been reflected among members 
of those five factions (Fatah, the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, the Democratic Front for

It is in 
Ahmed Jibril’s interests to under- 
mine (he unity created recently be- 
tween the PLO factions both inside 
and outside the territories, and that 
may explain why his radio station 
has been calling for the use of arms. 


TWO EVENTS that took place this 
week, however, may signal the be- 
ginning of a new phase in the Pales- 
tinian uprising and its shift from a 
civil-revolt to an armed and violent 
one: the lynching of a Kabatiya in- 
;habitant suspected by. 
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The Kabatiya incident was not the 
first time a suspected collaborator 
has been attacked. But it is the first 
known to have ended in a fatality. 
Though dozens of assaults have 
been made on Palestinians - 
ed by the inhabitants of their villag- 
ers of collaborating with the Israelis 
(mainly as Shin Bet informers) since 
December 1987, most ended with 
the smashing of windows or the 
burning of cars, intended as a ‘warn- 
ing to those concerned. 

These types of action were called 
for in the leaflets of the “United 
Leadership of the Uprising in the 
Territories." It was not stated 
whether people should be lynched, 
but anyone calling for retaliation 
against Palestintan “‘collaborators™ 
should have been expected to know 
that it would lead to fatalities, as in 
the Kabatiya affair. 


It seems that the PLO leadership 
both outside and inside the territo- 
ries had overlooked the grave conse- 
quences of a call to action against 
collaborators and the effects it 
would have on internal unity. The 
main lesson Palestinians should 
have leamed from the 1936-39 
“Arab Revolt” is that cracks in in- 
ternal unity, such as taking action 
against collaborators, can spell 
doom to an uprising. 

In certain cases over the last three 
months, the rioters have showed a 
surprising amount of restraint and 
obedience to the orders of their lo- 
cal leaders. In an event that took 
place last week in Samaria, two tank 
carriers entered a village by mis- 
take. They were attacked by the 
mob, severely beaten and almost 
killed. But local leaders ordered the

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SHORTLY AFTER U.S. Secre- 
tary of State George Shultz an- 
nounced that he was coming to the 
region this week. King Hussein of 
Jordan let it be known that he would 
be in Europe on a skiing vacation, 
and thus unable to see the secretary. 
Any meetings they might want with 
the Jordanians over Shultz’s new ini- 
tiative, the Americans were told, 
could be held with Prime Minister 
Zeid Rifai. 

Shultz may have smarted over the 
rebuff, but he decided that if Mo- 
hammed would not come to the 
mountain, the mountain must come 
to Mohammed, and consequently 
changed his travel plans. This 
against the advice of some of his 
closest advisers, who said politely 
that for the secretary of state to run 
after the king might be perceived as 
a sign of weakness, perhaps even 
desperation. 

But maybe it indicates that this 
time, he is absolutely determined to 
get something off the ground, no 
matter how limited, or how stim the 
chances of success. 


WHAT MOTIVATED Shultz to 
get involved in this process in the 
first place? Clearly, the crucial fac- 
tor was a seven-page letter he re- 
ceived from Prime Minister Shamir 
late last month. The letter was car- 
ried by cabinet secretary Elyakim 
Rubinstein, who was instructed to 
wait in Washington until the secre- 
tary of state had read it and to let 
Shamir know whether any clarifica- 
tion was needed. 

The letter was important for sev- 
eral reasons.

KING Hussein's method of dealing 
with Secretary of State George 
Shultz's visit to the region was sim- 
ply to go to London.

Secondly, Shamir stated that he 
was prepared for talks on the final 
status of the territories.

THE BOMBING of an IDF tank, 
which killed two soldiers and 
wounded two others inside the secu- 
rity zope in South Lebanon on Mon- 
day night, was hardly a new phe- 
nomenon in the blood-soaked Land 
of the Cedars. 

Day after day there are “inci- 
dents” involving the IDF or its ally, 
the South Lebanese Army, some- 
where in the buffer zone — but usuai- 
ly without such tragic and fatal 
consequences. © ᾿ 

Lately, however, the number of 
attacks, infiltration attempts, bomb- 
ings, shooting incidents and the like 
have shown a marked, increase. 
Fanned by the flames of the “upris- 
ing” in-the territories, bolstered by 
“patriotic” and religious fervour 
and mercenary considerations, ter- 
rorism Lebanon-style is undergoing 
ἃ gruesome renaissance. 

With world attention focused on 
the ongoing confrontation between 
stone-throwing youths and Israeli 
security forces in Gaza and the West 
Bank, the PLO and other Palestin- 
lan organizations have been under 
pressure to prove that they are lead- 
ers in the fight. They have respond- 
ed to the challenge of supporting the 
insurgents and keeping their strug- 
gle in the headlines of the world's 
media by reverting to their time- 
honoured tradition of terrorism. 

Two abortive attempts by Fatah 
gunmen to penetrate Israel's north- 
em border near Kibbutz Manara in 
the past two months attest to the 
PLO's strategy. These efforts to per- 
petrate atrocities against civilian tar- 
gets were thwarted by the vigilance 
and courage of IDF border troops, 
at the high cost of the lives of three 
young soldiers. 

According to reports on Middle 
East Television and the 51.4.5 
Voice of the South radio. IDF 
troops captured two more Palestin- 
ian terrorists inside the security zone 
last Friday, apparently while they 
were trying to infiltrate Israeli terri- 
tory. The reports have not been con- 
firmed by other sources. 

Palestinian-based terror, howev- 
er, is far from being the only source 
of hostile activity emanating from 
Lebanon. Numerous ‘“‘local" 
groups, notably Shi'ite extremists,

The Hizbullah has mounted 
numerous operations — ambushes,

The fact that such actions usually 
prove to be more costly in terms of 
lives to the Hizbullah has not de- 
terred the Moslem fanatics. Time 
after time. they have sought to con- 
vince themselves and the Shi'ite 
population in South Lebanon in 
general that they are leading the 
fight to drive “the Zionist enemy” 
from Lebanese soil. 

In the past month, Hizbullah gun- 
men have staged a series of assaults 
on SLA strongholds inside the zone. 
All were repulsed by SLA troops. 

Last week, apparently seeking to 
find an easier target, the Islamic 
fundamentalists ambushed a patrol 
of Christian militiamen from the 
Jezzine region, which is outside the 
security zone. Seven of the militia- 
men, who are affiliated to the forces 
of SLA commander Gen. Antoine 
Lahad, were killed. 

This was followed by a surprise 
daylight raid last Friday on an SLA 
position in the Ali Tahr bills, north 
of Beaufort Castle, which also 
failed. 

Last Saturday night the Hizbul- 
lah, in its most ambitious operation 
to date, succeeded in co-ordinating 
a massive bombardment of more 
than a dozen SLA positions along 
the entire length of the security zone 


perimeter, from the Jezzine area in 
the east to the eoastal road. The 
barrage of mortar, katyusha rock- 
ets, RPG and fight-weapons fire 
provoked a strong response from 
the SLA. The ensuing long-range 
artillery duels were described as the 
heaviest in the region for several 
months. No casualties were report- 
ed, although the shooting last inter- 
mittently for nearly six hours.

According to Israeli and Leba- 
nese observers, neither group wants 
a confrontation, although they not- 
ed that actions by individuals could 
spark off such a conflict. The 
sources believed, however, that 
rather than come to blews over the 
issue, the two sides would divert 
attention away from the controversy 
by concentrating on their common 
enemy: Israel. 


In the battle to win the minds and 
souls of the predominantly Shi'ite 
population of the South, both 
groups are expected to increase 
their activities against the IDF and 
the SLA.

Amal and the Hizbollah aside, 
there is no shortage of other groups 
and organizations who are ready 
and willing to take up arms, plant 
bombs and mines, instigate attacks 
against the SLA and IDF in the 
security zone, or even fire occasion- 
al katyusha, rockets into Israeli 
territory. 

Responsibility for the roadside 
bomb attack which destroyed the 
IDF tank on Monday night was 
claimed by the Believers Resis- 
tance, composed of Shi'ite extrem- 
ists from South Lebanon who are 
loosely attached to Amal but who, 
in the past, have also co-operated on 
missions with the Hizbullah. 

Amal, in a statement made yes- 
terday, maintained that the katyu- 
sha rockets that fél] in the Galilee on 
Wednesday night were fired by un- 
employed Shi"ites who were paid for 
the job by Palestinians. There may 
well be some truth in such an an- 
nouncement, given the serious eco- 
nomic situation in the south of Leb- 
anon and the ‘‘gun-for-hire”’ 
mentality of the country’s popula- 
tion in general. 

THE ISRAELI sources maintained 
that the recent upsurge in terrorist 
activities has been the result of a 
combination of factors. Neverthe- 
less, the attacks are building up, and 
so is the cost. The IDF, they said,

against the security forces in the 
zone: “The Hizbullah, for instance, 
is a very elusive organization and 
obviously there is no point trying to 
hit at phantoms,” said one source. 

Nevertheless, there are measures 
that can be taken to curb the present 
upsurge of terrorism. the Israeli 
source noted. 

“There is no doubt that there isan 
increase in terrorist activities and we 
will have to be on oor guard, be 
more careful and less exposed. If 
this continues, then we will have to 
address ourselves to the problem,” 
he said, adding that the Hizbullah 
and the PLO had co-operated in the 
past and that there was every likeli- 
hood of more co-operative ventures 
in future. 

“The Palestinians and the Hizbul- 
lah have common enemies in Israel 
and Syria. They have similar goals 
and the PLO, in particular, has the 
money with which to induce even 
closer ties. 

“I certainly do not rule out the 


possibility of further joint produc- ᾿ 


tions by the Palestinians and the 
Hizbullah in the near future, al- 
though we have no indications at 
this stage of a unification of the 
two.” the source said. . 

In view of the current unrest, he 
stressed the importance of assisting 
the indigenous population in the se- 
curity zone in South Lebanon so 
they would not feel motivated to

against Israel itself. 

He noted that half of the 200.000 
residents of the zone are Shi'ites.

Gaza/West Bank Declaration 


The present riots in the administered territories show that the con- 
tinuing military occupation of the West Bank and Gaza bave caused 
practically unsolvable problems for the State of Israel.

THE VERDICT in the Demjanjuk 
case is expected in about six weeks, 
sometime after the end of the Pes- 
sah holiday on April 10. 

Until then the many people who 
have followed the case will be able 
to guess at the verdict and back up 

_ their opinion with their own logic or 
intuition. ‘There can be no doubt 
that the accused is Ivan the Terrible. 
I've known it from the moment the 
survivors testified against him,” one 
group will say. 

Members of another group will 
declare, shaking their heads sagely: 
“No court in the world would con- 


vict him. There are too many doubts - 


about his identity.“ 

And then there are those who are 
undecided. - 

Are they less sophisticated than 
those in the “too’ many doubts” 
group? Are they more fair-minded 
than those who know in their bones 
that “it’s him"? 

The answer to these questions 
should be a real challenge to psy- 
chologists and philosophers. What 
really shapes opinion? We've all 
seen and heard the same live televi- 
sion and radio reports — all or part of 
the 107 sessions. 

And then there were the daily 
newspaper reports. Of course. they 
were supposed to be strictly factual 
and objective. But can even an ex- 
perienced reporter be really objec- 
tive? Is there such a thing as objec- 
tivity? 

There is the curious statement by 
Nikolai Tolstoy, the British histori- 
an of noble Russian lineage, who 
testified for the defence on the ac- 
cused's alibi. He was so peeved by 
the: prosecution's attacks on him 
that he almost walked out of the 
courtroom. 

Back home in London he 
wrote a highly critical piece in The 
Sunday Telegraph about his experi- 
ence in Jerusalem. The headline 
screamed “J’Accuse” Nikolai Tol- 
stoy argues that the man called Ivan 
the Terrible is Israel's Dreyfus. The 
introduction said that Tolstoy “ex- 
amines the questionable evidence 
and the unorthodox conduct of the 
presiding judge." 

Yet in the body of the piece he 
said: “*...what I saw of the country’s 
Press coverage of my participation 


{notably that in The Jerusalem Post) - 


was scrupulously fair and full.” 

It is certain that court president 
Dov Levin would have wanted a 
dignified ending to the jong trial. 
What he got instead was a brawl 
between defence counsel Paul Chu- 
mak and prosecutor Michael 
Shaked. That, and the demonstra- 
tive exit of the Demjanjuk family

amid cries of “shame™ and “you're a 
liar” aimed at Shaked. * 

Levin appéaled to the two attor- 
neys to make up and shake hands, 
but without success. Chumak told 
The Post that after the session he 
approached Shaked to shake hands, 
but that the latter refused. Sources 
in "Miki" Shaked’s office say that 
there must have been a misunder- 
standing, since Miki would certainly 
not lave refused the Canadian's 
hand. 


DURING TITS summing up the de- 
fence seemed to give equal emphasis 
to its strategy of no proof whatso- 
ever and the claim of no proof be- 


yond a reasonable doubt. The differ- - 


ence appears slight, yet it may 
indicate a certain lessening of faith 
on the part of the defence in the 
strength of its client's alibi and his 
claim of total innocence. 

This stance may have been rein- 
forced by information the defence 
received from the U.S. three weeks 
ago. It concemed testimony in the 
hands of the Russians by a fellow 
prisoner of Demjanjuk’s, named 
Danilchenko. The man had suppos- 
edly served as a guard together with 
Demjanjuk at the Sobibor extermi- 
nation camp. Such testimony, if it 
could be verified, would do two 
things. It would prove that the ac- 
cused could not have been Ivan the 
Terrible, whom the survivors saw 
for 11 months at Treblinka. But it 
would also prove that his alibi that 
he had never been at either Treb- 
linka or Sobibor was false. 

The receipt of this information 
may also explain the curious ques- 
tion put by Judge Dalia Dormer 
some weeks ago: would the defence 
consider changing its plea to Dem- 
janjuk having been a guard at 
Sobibor? 


Defence counsel Yoram Sheftel 
tejected the suggestion out of hand. 

In view of the foregoing the de- 
fence apparently decided to add a 
“psychological” dimension to its 
summing up. 

Chumak did this via his odious

defence team and replaced by Canadian attorney Paul Chumak. 
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Dreyfus trial and by hurling δ 
Shaked the allegation of “unfair 
prosecution.” 

Defence counsel John Gill did the 
same thing in his more restrained 
way. He appealed to the judgment of 
history and challenged the three 
judges to enter history as “the three 
Tighteous judges from Jerusalem.” 

Sheftel in his five days of summa- 
tion seemed to be blasting away at 
just about everything the prosecu- 
tion or its witnesses had ever said.

I’ve heard some peorie argue that 
Israel should not be expected to 
have a higher moral standard than 
other nations. Why not? It is the 
strongest authority, and it’s where. 
leadership comes from. That’s the 
great prophetic tradition. Its exis- 
tence was based on moral authority. 
Its appeal ‘is based on that. 

“We should never trade off moral 
authority, because from it comes ev- 
ery other authority, and Israel's his- 
toric strength has been that. And 
with each passing day — with the 
expulsions, with the beatings, with 
the locking of people in their 
houses, and with the occupation — 
Israel's strongest authority is being 
drained. And thus, the nation is be- 
coming divided.” 


SELECTING HIS WORDS care- 
fully, Jackson explained why the 
U.S.is so interested in peace in the 
Middle East. 

“We have an.interest in Middle 
East peace because Middle East 
peace is stability and security. We 
have an interest in our alliances in 
the region -- for reasons that are 
human, historical, energy, capital, 
geopolitics. 

“We have an interest in Israeli 
security and Palestinian justice, 
which are inextricably bound. They 
are two sides of the same coin. And 
there will not be Israeli security 
without Palestinian justice or a 


homeland or a sovereign place for 
Palestinian people.” 

In explaining why he supports the 
concept of self-determination for 
the Palestinians, he noted that Isra- 
el, after World War If, had itself 
been one of its beneficiaries. 

His foreign policy, he said, would 
be based on four principles involv- 
ing support for international law; 
human rights; self-determination; 
and economic development ‘‘as an 
alternative to world poverty and 
pestilence.” 

He charged that U.S. policy to- 
ward the Middle East during the 
Reagan administration has effec- 
tively collapsed. ‘“We did not build 

Camp David.” he said. “We 
allowed it to collapse.” 

He also lamented what he de- 
scribed as some “frayed ends " on 
the Israeli- Egyptian peace treaty, 
which he regarded as “Δ significant 
breakthrough.” He said Israel and 
Egypt’ currently needed “more 
dialogue.” 


IN CRITICIZING the Reagan ad- 
ministration's policies in the Middle 
East, Jackson singled out the will- 
ingness to trade arms for hostages 
and the other sordid aspects of the 
Ttran-Contra affair, ‘‘which bave 
weakened our credibility in the 
region.” 

He recommended that the U.S. 
should do for Israel and the Pales- 
tinians “what neither can do for the 
other” -- namely, get them to negoti- 
ate a settlement which would offer 
“mutual security in exchange for 
mutual recognition. Occupation is 
too great a burdén to bear and has 
no foture. Οἱ tion is too drain- 
ing emotionally for the Israelis, and 
really for anybody. Occupation is 
too’ divisive politically, as witness 
the big demonstrations in Israel. Oc- 
cupation is costly economically. 
And occupation is bloody militarily. 

“When I see Israelis and Palestin- 
ians on TV, they are two people 
trapped in a death grip in a formula 
of mutual annihilation and mutual 
destruction. And they are afraid to 
tun each other loose, because they 
were made insecure over the years 
of struggle and bruises. We must 
otfer them mutual security in ex- 
change for mutual recognition.” 

He said the U.S. should not wait 
to see if it can get assistance from 
Jordan's King Hussein or the Soviet 
Union, even if they eventually be- 
come involved in some sort of inter- 
national peace conference. “We 


should take the initiative,” he said, 
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“because even now we have the 
credibility.” 

ASKED ABOUT Secretary of State 
George’ Shultz’s diplomatic initia- 
tive, Jackson replied: ‘‘My impres- 
sion is that the administration has 
waited too long, and there are still 
only talks of indirect approaches. 
We must use the direct approach.” 

Israel and the Palestinians them- 
selves must be brought together. As 
to who would represent the Palestin- 
ians, he said: 

“The representatives of their 
choice, because that’s what self-de- 
termination accords. They must de- 
termine their representatives. And 
Israel must determine its represen- 
tatives. Neither side can choose the 
other side's negotiating team. 

Asked if that meant the PLO, he 
said: I wouldn’t say PLO. I would 
say the representatives of the Pales- 
tinians’ choice. Let’s deal with the 
principle of self-determination...hu- 
man rights and law. 

Because of the violent history of 
the conflict, both Israel and the Pal- 
estinians “are afraid of each other's 
team. We must be the bridge or the

buffer to help relieve the fears.” 
Asked to outlme some specific 
steps he would implement to 


achieve that objective, he replied 
that he would first assure Israel of 


“our commitment to its security 


within internationally recognized 


boundaries.” 

While conceding that those 
boundaries should be open to nego- 
tiation, he added that “it is fairly 
obvious that the West Bank and 


‘Gaza should be relieved of 


occupation.” 

The idea of Palestinians moving 
to Jordan, he said,“‘is a non-option. 
Let's deal with reality.” 


JACKSON RECALLED his meet- 
ing with Sadat in Cairo in 1979, fol- 
lowing the signing of the Israeli- 
Egyptian peace treaty. Sadat asked 
him to tell Yasser Arafat to recog- 
nize Israel and to seek peace. Jack- 
son flew to Beirut in Sadat’s person- 
al plane for the meeting with the 
PLO chairman.. 

It was during that meeting that 


Jackson caused an uproar by being 
photographed embracing Arafat. 
pz But that was just “courtesy,” Jack- 


‘son said this week, without any po- 
litical significance. 
“My challenge to Arafat was that 
just as Sadat had seized the mo- 
ment, you should seize the mo- 
ment. 1 met with him and his coun- 
cil. 1 told them, “You should seize 
this historic moment, pursue mutual 
recognition in exchange for mutual 
According to Jackson, Arafat was 
interested in pursuing the scheme 
and even asked him to fly to Damas- 
cus to meet with Syrian President 
Hafez Assaq. “That's where I met 
with Assad for the first time,” he 
recalled 


‘There was tremendous interest in 
moving ahead with the proposal, he 
said, 


“I brought this idea back to 
Washington, but there was so much 
emotional reaction to recognition of 
talking to the PLO, we couldn't g0 
any further. We couldn't talk to 
people who needed to be talked to.” 


THUS, JACKSON WAS then - and 
Temains — very critical of the long- 
standing U.S. prohibition against 
dealing directly with the PLO.

istence and security.” He would try 
to move “from confrontation to ne- 
gotiation” as an approach.. 

Still, Israel and the Palestinians, 
in any such negotiation, would have . 
to define what constitutes mutnal 
recognition, “what constitutes land 
for peace.” 


ACCORDING TO his aides, Jack- 
son was very anxious to get these 
views off his chest. He certainly 
wanted to dispel the notion that he 
was somehow anti-Israel. By work- 
ing for real peace, he said, he would 
actually become Israel's best friend. 

While bis nomination as the Dem- 
ocratic candidate is a tong shot and 
his election as president even more 
remote, he has still become in recent 
years the most important black fead- 
er in the United States. He is also a 
real power in the Democratic Party. 
His current campaign has been 
broadened to include some modest -- 
but significant -- white support.

THE DELUSION of the “status quo.“ 


It has become commonplace to say, regarding the unrest in the 
territories, that the choice is between the status quo and a peace treaty. 
In fact, this assertion contains two falsehoods. : 

First, there is oo such thing as a status quo in nature or in human 
affairs, and no status quo prevails today in the territories. As Heraclitus 
wrote, “One cannot bathe in the same waters twice.” Even if no new 
settlements are currently being established in the territories, a creeping 
process of de facto annexation is taking place all the time. Vast resources 
are being invested in the expansion of the infrastructure, the construction 
of new homes and the development of industry. 


Secondly, a peace treaty is not. in reality, 


the only alternative to the 


present circumstances. Indeed, there is great doubt whether it is possible 
to reach peace in one stage. As I have stated for years, progress towards 
peace will probably prove feasible only through a series of interim stages. 


THE DELUSION that “time is on our side.“ 

Ia The Balance of Power, David Hume wrote that “The peace that was 
concluded at Reysik in 1697 had already been proposed in 1692: The 
peace signed at Autcart in 1712 could have been reached, with more 


IT IS OFTEN claimed that the broadly-based 
Israeli consensus on the issues connected with 
the Arab-Israel conflict began to break down 
after the Six Day War and the occupation of 
the territories. This is only partially true. 

What actually occurred was a widening of 
the extreme margins — on the right and the left 
— which were never included in that consen- 
sus. But because the spokesmen for those 
margins were also usually extremely articu- 
late, they began to dominate, and in time 
almost to monopolize, the public debate, and 
to create the impression that ail of Israel was 
divided between those two extremes. 

This was never true. What is true, however, 
is that in times of crisis such as the present, the 
large middle becomes even more confused 
than usual, and people who previously were 
wont to see different sides of the argument 
succumb to the extremist approach of viewing 
all events in stark whites and blacks. 

A case in point is the currently intensifying 
debate around the issue of the atrocities reput- 
edly being perpetrated by many soldiers in the 
course of the army’s attempts to put down the 
Palestinian uprising. 


I, for example, believe that Minister of De- . 


fencé Yitzhak Rabin has been absolutely cor- 
rect in his insistence that the uprising must be 
broken, no matter how long it takes, before 
any meaningful beginning can be made in 
negotiating even a partial political settlement. 
The young Palestinian organizers and partici- 
pants in the uprising. and their more passive 
adult supporters. must be taught that the vio- 
lence they have resorted to has been in vain. 


RABIN. HOWEVER, has been dead wrong 
in his determination to play down — and thus in 
effect to condone -- the far from negligible 
brutal excesses of some of our troops engaged 
in putting down the uprising. 

The horrific case of the attempt of a number 
of Israeli soldiers to bury four Palestinian 
youths alive in the village of Salem is an 
example. So is the subsequent case of an army 
bulldozer-operator who lowered his gigantic 
blade on a car with the clear intention of 
crushing its Arab driver ta death. So are the 
cases of attacks on television crews by junior 
officers and soldiers. The fact that these at- 
tacks violated express orders makes them all 
the more egregious. 

To this list one must, of course, add the not 
insignificant number of cases in which junior 
officers and men exceeded and distorted their 
orders by bursting into the homes of Palestin- 
ians. thrashing them and brutalizing the in- 
habitants, regardless of whether or not they 
had been personally involved in rioting. 

True, these cases of brutal behaviour have 
not been the rule in regard to most of our 
troops, who have been engaged for more than 


two months in the unenviable task of trying to 
quell the uprising. But the volume of evidence 
would seem to indicate that they are very far 
from being isolated cases. : 

Such acts of brutality, even when practised 
by a ‘mere 10 per cent of the troops in the 
territories, as Rabin is reported to have 
claimed, are not merely unacceptable; they 
are intolerable. : 

One could add. in a more cynical vein. that 
they are also ineffective. if the goal is to put 
down the uprising rather than to wreak ven- 
geance out of personal frustration. 


WHAT WE HAVE to worry about is not so 
touch the impact of these Israeli atrocities on 
the foreign media, but their impact on our- 
selves: on our perception of the justice of our 
cause; and most important of all, on the army 
itself. 

Rabin appeared to be truly shocked by the 
Teports of the burying of the Arab youths in 
Salem, when he replied to motions in the 
Knesset last week. O/C Central Command 
Aluf Amram Mitzna’s consternation was un- 
mistakable. But there is a real danger that all 
of these horrible cases will end up getting the 
usual whitewash treatment. 

This is something not to be contemplated. It 
is essential that all the transgressors in these 
cases be subjected to the most stringent pun- 
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ishments possible once their guilt is estab- 
lished. And it is equally essential that those 
punishments be publicized far and wide. so 
that clear red lines are established. once and 
for all, as to what is and what is not permissi- 
bie, even in the difficult circumstances en- 
tailed in dealing with the Palestinian uprising 
and the unavoidable grey areas it comprises. 

We are beginning to get bogged down in 
legalisms with regard to what constitutes Jegal 
and illegal orders. The problem is not one for 


-the attomey-general or even one for the 


IDF's judge advocate-general. Soldiers can- 
Not realistically be expected to consult legal 
booklets in the midst of operations in what is 2 
particularly nasty, bot folly justified and es- 
sential, war against a large part of a hostile.

The problem is primarily one of discipline in 
the army; of the need to imbue junior officers 
and non-coms, who can be expected to be 
aware of where the taboo red lines run. with 
the knowledge that they will be held responsi- 
ble for the transgressions of their men — trans- 
gressions. which in most cases it is in their 
power to prevent or to check.

Despite the fact that some gung-ho types are 
wont to write off the relevance of morality in 
war situations, morality does play an especial- 
ly crucial role among 2 people at war, as we 
have been for the past 40 years.

BUT ITIS not only a problem of morality; it is 
also a very serious question of the state of 
discipline in the army.

The upper echelons 
in the army have not been very successful in 
seeing to it that those orders were obeyed, and 
in meting out deterrent punishments to those 
who disobeyed them. 

The Israel army, for all its proven prowess 
in battle. bas never been known for its internal 
discipline. In the past. this lack of discipline, 
and the failure of army commanders ta en- 
force it fairly but effectively. has often cost us 
the lives of our fellow soldiers. The many 
wartime cases of Israeli units shooting at other 
Israeli units were not simply unavoidable mis- 
takes. Many of them were extreme examples 
of lack of discipline. 

This endemic failure to impose and main- 
tain discipline in the army is now costing us 
our good name throughout the world, and our 
own ability to live with ourselves in good 
conscience.

THE DELUSION of “the army's role.” : 

“What is our objective?” a journalist asked the commander of the 
U.S. Eighth Army during the Korean War. 

The General: “I don’t know. A higher echelon will have to answer that 
question.” : 

Journalist: “Then how will we know when we have won?” 

General: “I don’t know. Someone higher up will have to tell us.” 

It would be a mistake to focus public debate on the IDF's current role 
in the territories. The minister of defence and chief of staff have properly 
directed the IDF to carry out its unavoidable duty. A number of mistakes 
were admittedly made in foreseeing the course of events and in assessing 
the situation, but this is not the essential point. 

The Key to the situation is in the hands of the government and if it is 
not motivated by the desire to bring about a fundamental change in the 
Situation, no change of any consequence can take place, at least not for 
the better. In the absence of progress, Israel’s fundamental character as a 
nation will continue to be undermined. 

The current American peace initiative is a reason for renewed hope. If 
we miss this epportunity, it will be a tragic historic error.

SECRETARY of State George 
Shultz brings to Israel the best of 
human aspirations: the desire to 
make peace. 

Despite anything which might be 
said by extremists peace is not pun- 
ishment for Israel and does not con- 
tradict the country's interests. On 
the contrary: There is no better 
guarantee for the future of Israel, 
for its security and well-being than 
having peace with its neighbours.

The only leader who disagrees 
with this strategic:principle. and its 
diplomatic consequences is Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir.

__ It may sound pretentious, but those few days 
in Gaza were among the calmest and sanest I 
have experienced in a long time, totally devoid 
of ange or looks of hatred.

With him, I could stroll through the streets 
of the town, chatting with small children who 
explained how one hangs a flag on the electricity 
lines, with the few shopkeepers who are given 
permission to keep their food-stores or pharma- 
cies open during the strikes. 


1 AM INTRODUCED as an Israeli writer and 
member of the Hizbel Amal (the Labour Party).

Passers-by. who all know my friend, stop to 
exchange bits of personal news with him. The 
Story is repeated again and again: a number of 
soldiers knocked at the door one evening and 
took a younger member of the family into de- 
tention.

THE PEOPLE 1 spoke to ail made a distinction 
between the conduct of soldiers in the course of 
the rioting and the hot pursuit which follows, 


_ and these nightly visits. 


Their explanation is that the latter are intend- 
ed to frighten the people, demoralize them and 
break their spirit. They believe these visits are 
part of a policy, an order from above. To the 
best of my knowledge, they are initiated by the 
frustrated soldiers themselves. They certainly 
are not the policy of the minister of defence. 
However, it cannot be excluded that some mid- 
die-rank commanders are involved. 

Whatever the explanation, it is these visits 
that have changed the image of the IDF even in 
the eyes of thé educated and more sophisticated 
inhabitants of Gaza. “We thought you were 
better than the Egyptians and other Arabs -- 
now we think you are worse. We expected 
something else from you.” ᾿ 

My friend, who is a psychiatrist, is treating 
scores of cases of youths who, after being beat- 
en up and/or detained, are brought to him suf- 
fering from fear, paranoia and insomnia. I saw 
the fle of one man brought to him with what 
was described ἃς psychic epilepsy. How the 
experience will affect the behaviour of these 
youths in the future may differ from one to the 
other, but on thé’ whole there is a strong desire 
for revenge, by whatever means. 

Add this to the “normal” state of insecurity, 
despair, hopelessness and the daily humiliations 
to which the inhabitants of Gaza are subjected, 
and you must conclude that a basic change in 
approach is urgently called for. You cannot 
continue to disregard the fact that, despite dif- 
ferences in culture and mentality, the Arabs are 
human beings who are affected by psychological 


factors just like the rest of us. 

On the whole,people seem to accept the PLO 
scenario, as γε by Arafat, Hawatmeh 
and Habash, that there should be an immediate 
Israeli withdrawal followed by the entry of an 
international force which wil) prepare the 
ground for elections and the establishment of an 
independent Palestinian state. 

It 1s almost impossible to convince them that 
in no circumstances will Israel hand over control 
to an international force, and that there will be 
no withdrawal until Israel is certain that this 
will not jeopardize its security. But they are 
convinced that fair, democratic elections can be 
held under international auspices, and that a 
stable, democratic, peace-loving regime will re- 
sult. It is an evaluation that few in Israel accept. 

However, one does also come across people 
who understand that even if a political process 
begins with the participation of the PLO it will 
be very slow, and that in the meantime Israel 
will continue to rule. 

These people insist that Israel ought to start 
implementing confidence-building measures, 
first of all to improve the atmosphere, and 
secondly to lay the foundations for some future 
Israeli-Palestinian accord, 

The Jordanian option has few supporters in 
Gaza, and just as we are sceptical about a 
Palestinian mini-state, so they are sceptical 
about the Jordanian-Palestinian state, even 
when one points out that ar least 85 per cent of 
the population of this state would be 
Palestinian. 


IF ISRAEL JS indeed destined to continue to 
rule over the Gaza Strip for some time to come, 
what do enlightened Gaza inhabitants propose 
it ought to do? The answer can be found in the 
long list of complaints regarding the way we are 
running things. 

The alleged prevalence of corruption in the 
civil administration, involving Arabs and Jews 
alike, is one complaint that is ποῖ uncommon. 

“TI always believed your policy was bad,” my 

friend said to me, “but I lived under the illusion 
that the quality of the personnel you sent to 
Gaza was a matter of chance. Now I am con- 
dec that bad personnel is part of a deliberate 
policy.” 
One could fill several volumes with Kafka- 
esque stories regarding the way the bureaucracy 
functions in Gaza. ‘Stop treating us like ani- 
mals. Show us some respect,” is a frequent 
complaint. 

“ On another level, it is pointed out that the 
Israeli authorities seem to prefer talking to the 
so-called “notables” or the mukhtars , who 
have no influence whatsoever. Secular Palestin- 
fans also remark that it is the Israefi authorities 
who “‘let the fundamentalists grow unchecked.” 


BUT ALL THIS seems a little abstract and 
theoretical in face of the new daily reality that 
has taken over. In addition to the constant 
clashes with the army. the trade strike is in 
force, and once a week a general strike lasting 
several days is declared. 

Nobody dares disobey. Few really want to 
disobey. But economic hardships are starting to 
be felt.

If Israel is 
vanquished, so much the better; and 
even if it is not, nothing is lost for it 
will eventually return everything. 


KING HUSSEIN and President 
Mubarak deserve our thanks for 
burying the Camp David Accords. 
Prime Minister Shamir's insistence 
on Camp David, with autonomy as 
an interim phase, will only strength- 
en our enemies’ demands for us to 
follow our Egyptian example and 
retreat to former borders. The tacti~ 
cal advantage of such a move, how- 
ever, is not worth the strategic harm 
that will be done when the PLO 
takes over in the autonomous areas. 

When this happens, as it surely 
must, Arab sovereignty will be le- 
gitimized de facto by the flying of 
flags, singing of anthems and hold- 
ing of elections. Needless to say, no 
further Jewish settlement will be 
permitted. Begin, in a moment of 
euphoria, thought that the Camp 
David agreements assured the fu- 
ture of Judea and Samaria. By rec- 
ognizing, for the first time, a “Pales- 
tinian” entity which had historic 
rights to these areas, he was in fact 
relinquishing them. 

Yitzhak Shamir has trapped him- 
self in the Camp David net, aided by 
American pressure and the sense of 
defeatism that has permeated the 
Alignment. The Zionist activist core 
of the Labour Zionist movement πὸ 
longer exists. As Shimon Peres rons 
amok, nothing remains of the Allon 
Plan. Shamir presumed that he was 
gaining a few more months out of 
the coalition, whereas elections, if 
held now, would be a much-needed 
plebiscite that would halt the diplo- 
matic avalanche. They would also 
illustrate the healthy strength of will 
that exists in broad sections of the 
populace. ξ 

What is needed is a Zionist 
counter-attack. If our historic and 
just demands are deemed inade- 
quate then our basis is the Balfour 
Declaration and the League of Na- 
tions ratification of the Mandate. If 
that is not enough, then we will put 
forward our two-fold experience in 
giving up territory in 1922, when 
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Transjordan was ceded to Abdallah, 
and in 1947 when the United Na- 
tions decided on partition. 

For the truth is that territorial 
compromise did not help. Our 
1949-1967 borders were violated 
and served as a springboard for a 
war of destruction. Our bottomline 
demand must be that the territorial 
Status quo continues for that is our 
minimum security need. 

The slogan. ‘Territory for Peace” 
has never been applied, anywhere in 
the world, to a people's homeland. 
The United States may have with. 
drawn from Vietnam, but I doubt if 
it would surrender Alaska to Russia 
or Texas to Mexico. Russia may re- 
treat from Afghanistan but not from 
Latvia. A homeland is not for sale, 
not even for peace. 

Peace is a situation; ἃ homeland 
exists. Unlike the Arabs, this exis- 
tence is all we possess in the face of 
exile and the assimilation or annihi- 
lation that it would lead to. 

Is the choice difficult? It. certainly 
is. But it is less difficult today than it 
was in the past when conditions 
were harsher. It is also less difficult 
than what can be expected from a 
future where a “Palestine” is creat- 
ed in the highlands of our country. 
Now is the time to free Judea and 
Samaria from Camp David. Before 
it is too late.

WHAT SORT of “brave new 
world” awaits the olim of tomorrow 
once the Jewish Agency transfers its 
services for immigrant absorption to 
the government? Will things be bet- 
ter for the oleh, or just different? 

The Agency board of governors 
made its historic decision last week. 
A joint Agency-government team is 
to work out the terms of the transfer 
= which will be gradually imple- 
mented over two to three years — 
and will have to iron out a number 
of legal, financial and organizational 
difficulties. 

Let us assume that these problems 
will somehow be overcome. What 
kind of system will greet a hypo- 
thetical family of olim from the 
‘West in future? f 

This family, let’s call them the 
Cohens, bid farewell to their aliya 
Shaliah (emissary) in Uppér Monro- 
via, who works for the Jewish Agen- 
cy. As they board the plane for Isra- 
el, their first worry is whether their 
immigration file has been trans- 
ferred to the proper address in the 
Ministry of Absorption. (Today this 
doesn’t always happen, but maybe 
by then...) 

‘When they land at Ben-Gurion 
Airport, they are welcomed by a 
representative of the Absorption 
Ministry and a volunteer from the 
Upper Monrovian Immigrant Asso- 
ciation. From that point on, these 
two bodies hold most of the keys to 
the Cohens’ successful adjustment 
to life in Israel. The Jewish Agency 
will not be out of the picture alto- 
gether; its role, which may be an 
important one, will be played in the 
background. 

One of the first questions the Co- 
hens are asked is whether they have 


arranged for temporary lodgings. If . 


they have not been briefed properly 
about their options, then Mr. Cohen 
is likely to respond: “Who — me? 
Our shaliah told us the government 
takes care of everything once we 
Jand in Israel.” :

straight into a rented flat in a normal 
neighbourhood and start living like

Olim who prefer this route in- 
stead of the sheltered environment 
of the absorption centre will find 
counselors from the ministry, ulpa- 
nim and other ion services 
located in convenient offices. Immi- 
grant association staff will also be 
available to orient them and help 
them understand the rights and 
benefits due them as newcomers. 


But standing in the airport late at 
night, with 10 suitcases and three 
restless kids, the Cohens are too 
tired and frustrated to exercise 
much ‘free choice” about what they 
are going to do next. Since their 
closest relative in Israel is a third 
cousin twice removed in Pardes 
Hanna, whom they have never met, 
they are entirely at the mercy of the 
Absorption Ministry cferk. 

“Not to worry,” says the clerk, 
“the ministry can put you up in a 
hotel in Jerusalem for a week or so 
until you find a place of your own. 
Or we can send you to an absorption 
centre in Galila. It's a lovely town in 
the North with a nice view of Leba- 
non.” 


The Cohens opt for a hotel in 
Jerusalem. 

Since the ministry took over the 
dozens of absorption centres from 
the Jewish Agency Aliya Depart- 
ment, the ones in the major towns 
and cities were converted into hos- 
tels for single or elderly olim who 
face special problems finding regu- 
lar flats on the market. Only the

ON THEIR first visit to the ministry 
offices in Jerusalem, the Cohens re- 
ceive a check for several thousand 
shekels covering rent subsidy and 
living allowance for their first year 
in the country. The money is theirs 
to do with as they please. If they 
choose to stay in Jerusalem or five in 
another large city, they will spend 
most of it on rent. Bur if they go to 
Galila, Beersheba or some other 
place with low rents, then more 
money will be left over for other 


purposes. 

After a few weeks of making the 
rounds of government ministries, 
banks and municipal offices, the Co- 
hens turn up on the doorstep of their 
immigrant association, suffering 
from cultute shock. It seems that the 
promise of “one address for the 
oleh” was not as easy to implement 
as the ministry thought when the 
Agency shut down its absorption fa- 
cilities, 

“No one here understands the 
Upper Monrovian mentality,” Mrs. 
Cohen wails to the counselor, who 
nods sympathetically. 

“Your case scems to be quite 
acute," the counselor says. “We'll 
schedule you immediately for one of 
our culture shock seminars. 

When taking part in this seminar. 
the Cohens are relieved to find that 
there are other Upper Monrovian 
olim in the same boat. The simple 
awareness of this fact and the oppor- 
tunity to discuss their probiems with 
others in their own language makes 
a big difference. In particular, the 
role-playing sessions, where they act 
out encounters with Israeli bureau- 
.crats are a marvelous way of releas- 
ing aggression. 

After this experience, the Cohens 
begin to take more advantage of the 
services and social events provided 
by their immigrant association, 
They eventually get a small business 
loan from the association that they 
would not have been eligible for un- 
der the terms laid down by the 
banks. Having this loan, and being 
able to exchange information on 
business opportunities with veteran 
Upper Monrovian olim, makes an

Looking back on it all, the Co- 
hens realize how short-sighted they 
had been at first to think that they 
could take on the bureaucracy by 
themselves. They support the ef- 
forts of all immigrant associations to 
have a greater say in determining 
absorption policies and in serving as 
public watchdogs over the ministry. 

It turns out that despite promises 
by the ministry to set up a public 
advisory council for absorption, it is 
no more eager than the Agency had 
been in its day to have representa- 
tives of the olim looking over their 
shoulder. 

But, meanwhile, an interesting 
switch in roles has occurred: Once 
freed from the burden of providing 
direct services to olim, the Agency is 
in a better position to act as their 
advocate instead of their adversary. 
Since the Agency still has the major 
role in organizing aliya, and since it 
still provides some of the money for 
grants and housing loans for olim, it 
has an interest in seeing that govern- 
ment absorption policies work as in- 
tended. ‘ 

In its role as advocate for olim in 

«the public arena, the Agency is able 
to rally the support of the immigrant 
associations as well as Diaspora 
communities interested in seeing 
that their olim are treated properly. 

The Cohens aren't aware that the 
Upper Monrovian Immigrant Asso- 
ciation had once been a byword for 
sloth and inefficiency. With the 

"s funding and professional 

guidance, it is able to improve the 

lity of its services and offer bene- 

its, such as small business loans, 

that. were previously, not available to 

olim from government bodies or 
banks.

bonhomie, is disappearing, proba- 
bly for some good health reason, 
like the sentences of expulsion 
passed on tobacco because of can- 
cer, on fried meats because of ath- 
erosclerosis, and on sex because of 
AIDS.) 

So, Porat may say sternly, we live 
in an age of self-denial: let us give up 
the luxury of satire because, to use 
one of his favourite phrases, “it is 
opposed to the national interest.” 
And we cannot have anything op- 
posed to the national interest on 
state-owned television, can we? 


THE TROUBLE with eliminating 
subjects opposed to the national in- 
terest from the repertoire of our en- 
tertainers is that it is so hard to find 
something to put in their place. 


The Tora portion for this week is 
Tetzaveh (Exodus 27:20-30:10) 

A capris pure, sky-blue woolis 
among the priestly: garments pre- 
scribed in detail in Exodus, follow- 
ing the description of the Taberna- 
cle and its furnishings (28:31-35). 

What fascinates me about the 
robe is its unusual hem: “And upon 
the skirts of it thou shalt make 
pomegranates of blue, and of pur- 
ple, and of scarlet, round about the 
skirts thereof; and bells of goid be- 
tween them round about. A golden 
bell and a pomegranate, a golden 
bell and a pomegranate, upon the 
skirts of the robe round about.” 

According to talmudic tradition 
(TB Zevachim 88b), there were 72 
such bells round about the robe, 36 
on each side. Others say a total of 36 
bells: 18 on each side. 

The parade of colours as well as 
the rhythm of the language used in 
telling about them capture our 
imagination. One can almost hear 
the bells tinkiing. 

But the story of this unusual robe 
does not end before we are told 
when and why the high priest must 
wear it: “Aaron shall wear it while 
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What can we allow people ‘like Tu- 
via and Shlomo to talk about on 
state-owned television? . 

Ignorant and superficial viewers 
may come up at once with apparent- 
ly innocuous subjects like the weath- 
er, health and sport. Professor Hen- 
ry Higgins thought along similar 
lines when he was briefing Eliza Do- 
little on themes for polite conversa- 
tion in upper class drawing-rooms: 
he instructed her to talk about 
health and the weather. His mother. 
Mrs. Higgins, was appalled. She 
pointed out that there was no limit 
to the pitfalls that Higgins’ sugges- 
tions involved -- indeed, the result 
was that Eliza talked of how they 
did in her aunt to steal her hat. So 
our satirists must eschew matters 
medical. 

As for the weather, it has been so 
appalling this winter, with only one 
day of imitation sunshine doled out 

week -- in my experience, Man- 
chester has milder winters — that any 
reference to it must prompt 
thoughts about the folly of having a 
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officiating, so that the sound of it is 
heard when he comes into the sanc- 
tuary before the Lord and when he 
goes out -- that he may not die.” 
Wearing the robe and hearing the 
sound of its jingling bells is no tri- 
fling matter; It could mean the dif- 
ference between life and death. 

‘What was the of the 
sounding of the bells? What was so 
important about it? 

‘The Lubavitcher Rebbe, in his ex- 
position on the subject (1974), prior 
to offering his own original answer 
to these questions, sums up the vari- 
ous views on the subject expressed 
by the early rabbis in Midrash and 
Talmud as well as those of later 
medieval Tora commentators. He 
differentiates between two distinct 
schools of thought as to the purpose 
of the bells. 

According to one school, the 
sound of the bells on the robe of the 
high priest was not for the divine 
worship itself, but was rather in 


coalition government, that cannot 
even be relied upon to justify the 
tourist slogan, “Follow the sun to 
Israel.” 

So what remains? Sport. But re- 
minding us of sport must bring to 
mind the treachery of Eli Ohana, 
nurtured in Betar Jerusalem. the 
heart of the Likud movement — so it 
cannot be in the national interests to 
mention sport. 

The truth is that everything about 
life in Israel is so appalling at the 
moment that any reference to it 
must be opposed to the national in- 
terest. 

The safest thing for Porat to do is 
to take all Israeli products off the air 
— there are so few of these that the 
changes in programming would be 
minimal — and to give us extra por- 
tions of imported fare. Three epi- 
sodes a week of a fairy-story like 
Dynasty, for instance, might make 
us forget the conditions in which we 
live. 


PORAT'S DREAM of making us 


forget reality is achieved, J under- 
stand, by the state-owned television 
station in South Africa, which is no 


doubt the model Porat would love to 


emulate, 

But he must be careful in review- 
ing the escapist material he pro- 
vides. There are some dangers in 
Jetting us see what appear to be 
innocuous serials. 

Take, for instance, North and 
South. On the face of it, this should 
have been safe enough for Israelis to 
see. The Civil War ended over 120 
years ago. 

But the picture the serial presents 
of the war between the brothers is so 
revolting that it is more than possi- 
ble that Jewish viewers may be put 
off engaging in such combats, which 
would be contrary, of course, to the 
national interest: indeed, Israelis 


_ might even be put off the glory of 


war altogether. That would be horri- 
fying, wouldn't it? Even more de- 
moralizing is the way slavery-is de- 
picted as enslaving the slaver as 
much as the slave: this might be 
interpreted as approval of the La- 
bour Party's demographic argument 
for getting out of those infernal ter- 
fitories. We can't have a message 
like that, can we? Not on state- 
owned television. 

Tt should be safe to let Israelis see 
Dynasty. In recent weeks it has 
abandoned all pretence of any links 
with real life, real people or the real 
world — I have never seen a soap 
opera quite like it. The scriptwriters 
have apparently given up trying to 
think of new themes: they are just 
looking up earlier episodes and re- 
peating them. Thus we are sched- 
uled to have another baby kid- 
napped, making it three in all, while 
poor Kirby is due, I suspect, to have 
a long stay in hospital, and to lose 
her child, ἃ Ja Crystal. And damned 
if Stephen isn't moving back into the 
old homestead. 

Here is another question for the 
sociologists — why do we, who sneer 
at Dynasty, nevertheless watch it? 
One obvious answer is that every- 
one in it is so rich and well-dressed, 
even the villains and villainesses, 
and we are so poor and dressed in 
clothes that Crystal, Alexis, Blake 
and Adam would send with shud- 
ders to the nearest jumble sale, that 
we long to identify with these supe- 
rior beings. 

Then, I suppose, there is the wist- 
ful thought that Fallon and Alexis 
are sleeping around with so many 
men that maybe, just maybe, we'll 
discover what it's like to share their 
beds. Crystal, the most glamorous 
of them all, is very much a one-man 
woman, but still. she can’t stop us 


fantasizing, can she? I don’t know 
which of the men catches the dreams 
of women viewers: they all seem 
tather feeble to me. 

But I suppose the real hook is that 
we want to find out what is going to 
happen, however improbable, like 
children wanting to know how Han- 
sel and Gretel will get away from the 


‘wicked witch. 


A SERIES that is something of ἃ 
cult among intellectuals 1 know is 
Bulman. Frankly, I cannot for the 
life of me understand why. In the 
first place, I find Bulman's personal 
habits so dirty and repellent — what 
is that stuff-he squirts in his eye at 
the beginning of each episode, and 
why does he do it? — that it is very 
hard to empathize with him. Sec- 
ondly, everyone talks Geordie or 
Cockney or Welsh or Gujerati or 
something, so I can never make out 
what they are saying, and the trans- 
lator charged with doing Hebrew 
subtitles obviously has the same 
problem. Thirdly, the plots are so 
slight that the scriprwriters pad them 
out with Bulman's personal life, 
which holds up the action. 

Channel Two's two serials. The 
Brothers and Anna Karenina, cet- 
tainly make me forget the Situation, 
as does Educational Television's 
Forsyte Saga. Rather to my sur- 
prise, I find that The Brothers dates, 
and seems to be rather slow, stilted 
and Jaboured, while the other two 
don’t, although The Brothers deals 
with fairly modern times and the 
others with upper-class society in 
Russia and England a century ago. 

I suppose that the truth is that the 
star-crossed passions of Anna and 
Irene are as real and powerful today 
as they were then. despite the per- 
missive society, while the loves of 
the Hammonds are very tepid. 

Second Look brought us “Am- 
bush.” CBS journalist Dan Rather's 
interview with Vice-President 
George Bush. I thought Bush won 
hands down, and that he made a real 
ass of his antagonist. 

The three Israeli journalists dis- 
cussing the interview accepted as a 
matter of course that all Israelis hate 
the media. This is probably tue: 
they are usually messengers bring- 
ing bad tidings. Cleopatra blamed 
the unfortunate slave who came 
from Rome to tell her that Antony 
had married Octavia, and gave or- 
ders that he should be whipped. 

If this is correct, there may be 
considerable support for Porat’s 
dream of suppressing truth and sat- 
ire from the state-owned television. 
Yet most of us know that, without 
free media, the nation will perish.

‘When Hanina reached his home, 
he found that his family had moved 
away. He did not wish to ask people 
where his own home was. What did 
he do? He went and sat down at the 
place where the women draw water 
and heard the voice of the little girls 
saying: “Daughter of Hanina, fill 
your vessel and go." —_- 

When she finished drawing the 
water, he followed her, until she 
entered her house and he went in 
after her suddenly, without an- 
nouncing himself. No sooner did his 
wife, who had not heard from him 
all those years and must have pre- 
sumed him to be dead, see him than 
her sou! departed. 

‘The great Rabbi Akiva, before his 
death, willed seven things to his son 
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Rabbi Joshua. One of them was: 
“Do not enter your house suddenly, 
much more so, the house of your 
neighbour” (TB Pesahim 102a). 

Another school of thought quoted 
by the Lubavitcher Rebbe claims 
that the sound of the bells on the 
robe of the high priest is an integral 
part of the worship itself, just like 
the sounding of trumpets and shofar 
are at certain occasions. 

This seems, in the eyes of the 
rebbe, strange and out of place. 
Were we not told (1 Kings 19:11-12) 
that the Lord is not in the loud wind 
or earthquake, but in “the still, 
small voice" (or as kol dmama daka 
should be translated: “the sound of 
thin silence”)? 

This brings the Lubavitcher Reb- 
be to the conclusion that although 
serving the Lord in silence is of the 
highest level, there are times when 
one must worship the Lord with 
loud noise, with bells ringing and 
heard all over. 

Ours is a time when the voice of 
Judaism should not be silenced but 
must be heard loud and clear. All 
the available means of communica- 
tion must be used, according to the 
rebbe, to publicize the word of God.

New tennis 
centre for T. A.

TEL AVIV - An 11-court tennis 
facility financed by the Tel Aviv 
Municipality and administered by 
the Israel Tennis Centre chain is to 
go up shortly near the Beit Barbour 
community centre in the south of 
the city.

mies on big plantations through 


threats of force and rape. 

The real questions to be asked are:

If Ms. Kidron really wants to 
understand why Tina stayed with 
Ike, she ought to ask these questions 
and not search for their answers in 
the victim's autobiography! 

Tina’s path in life was not one of 
self-destruction, but rather one of 
being destroyed by the people she 
was unfortunate enough to love.

Are the hurling of 
fire bombs and stones at soldiers, 
buses, private cars and windows of 
houses, causing death and injury, 
and the burning of tires and vehicles 
in the streets and roads, demonstra- 
tions? No, they are riots. Why dis- 
guise language by using the word 
“‘demonstraions” to convey the idea 
that they are peaceful? 

And how are riots put down? By 
force, of course. No nation, state, or 
community has found any other way. 

course, rioters are civilians. 
But why mention that unless to con- 
vey the idea that they are innocent, 
harmless and defenceless indi- 
viduals? And many of them are mere 
youths. Mere youths are the class of 
people who are drafted into armies 
(like our own mere youths) and 
many of these same mere Arab 
youths are trained to infiltrate our 
borders to murder and take hos- 


But what is most objectionable 


about the advertisement 15 the stu- 
died implication that blame for the 
riots rests on Israel for “ruling by 
force” for 20 years. This is a pre- 
sumptuous conclusion devoid of all 
basis of reality. As academics who 
surely must keep up with political 
developments, the lecturers must be 
aware from official statistics, reports 
and persona! observation that Gaza 
and the “West Bank” have made 
phenomenal economic and cultural 
progress under Israeli rule. A strik- 
ing example is the establishment of 
seven universities, (including one in 
Gaza) where none existed before. Is 
such growth possible under the in- 
hibiting rule of force? 

True, conditions in the refugee 
camps are wretched and deplorable. 
But that is the way the PLO and the 
Arab states have wanted it, to 
embarrass Israe} and to establish the 
nucleus of a fifth column as part of 
their ceaseless war to destroy Israel. 

Tsrael has tried to remedy this 
situation. As President Herzog 
pointed out in his recent reply to 
Rabbi Schindler (January 27): ‘'The 
only country that has rehoused, so 
far, 60,000 Arabs from the Gaza 
refugee camps in decent housing has 
been Israel.

WARNING SIGNS OF ROT 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — The bulldozer burial of the 
Arab villagers near Nablus by IDF 
soldiers is an alarm bell sending out 
ominous warnings: is this the first 
step on the way to authoritarianism 
and dictatorship here?

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THE CAFE population in Kiryat 
Gat’s weatherbeaten town pecs 
May not be aware that a new era is 
about to dawn in this southern de- 
velopment town. 

a cold, rainy moming, the 
Centre has the same depressing look 
of many development towns — 
cracked arcade roofs through which 
the rain incessantly drips, shops 
whose window displays have not 
been changed since they opened, 
and small kiosks which provide a 
place for the long-term unemployed 
to gather and argue over the morn- 
ing’s newspapers. 

A short drive away frorn the cen- 
tre lies Kiryat Gat’s industrial zone 
which houses the headquarters of 
the country’s largest textile concern. 
Polgat Industries. Until a week ago, 
the firm was a family-run business, 
owned in the main by Israel Pollack, 
a 78-year-old Chilean businessman 
who was dragged to the town over a 
quarter-of-a-century ago by the then 
finance minister, Pinhas Sapir. 

But in a move that has shaken 
Kiryat Gat to its foundations, Pol- 
lack Jast week sold his controlling 
interest in Polgat, a concer which 
turns over $200 million-a-year, to 
the Cla} holding company. 


KIRYAT GAT and Poigat have 
been intertwined since the compa- 
ny’s establishment. In an exclusive 
interview after the sale had been 
announced, Dov Pollack, the elder 
Pollack’s nephew who will continue 
as the company’s managing-direc- 
tor, spoke of this close relationship, 
stressing that the firm exerts a major 
influence on the town. 

This view is shared by Polgat's 
workers: “It's impossible to sepa- 
rate Kiryat Gat from the Polgat con- 
glomerate,” says Rachel Buka’i, 
secretary-general of the local branch 
of the textile workers’ union. 

A public company quoted on the 
Tel Aviv Stock Exchange. Polgat 
employs over 3,000 of the develop- 
ment town's residents, about one- 
third of its workforce. Although the 
congiomerate has other factories 
both in Israel and England, Kiryat 
Gat, where Polgat Textile Mills and 
the Bagir Clothing Group are locat- 
ed. is its home base. 

And as far as the town's residents 
are concerned, Polgat is also synon- 
ymous with the Pollack family: 
‘When news of Israel Pollack's sur- 
prising, secret deal with Clal broke, 
they felt a strong sense of betrayal. 

Yehiel Shitrit, who joined the 
firm in 1963 when he arrived in Kir- 
yat Gat from Morocco, talks of the 
workers’ anger when they first heard 
the news. 


The Polgat sale 


End of a Family Affair 


“We were insulted to hear about 
the Polgat sale on the radio that 
Friday," he says, adding that the 
day before, Dov Pollack had called 
in senior workers to explain that 
there would soon be changes in the 
company and that there was a need 
for greater efficiency. Pollack never 
mentioned a change of ownership. 

But, adds Shitrit. “The anger Is 
dying down now.” 

Kiryat Gat, after all, owes a lot to 
the Pollacks. The town's first swim- 
ming poo! was built by the family, 
and many of its synagogues bear 
plaques donated by Israel Pollack in 
memory of his first wife, Edith, who 
is buried in the town. Kiryat Gat 
residents studying at universities do 
so with the aid of Pollack scholar- 
ships and plenty of young couples 
starting off married life in the town 
have done so with the Pollack fam- 
ily's financial assistance, according 
to Buka’i- ‘ 

Whether good or bad for Kiryat 
Gat's residents, Clal — Israel's larg- 
est private holding company — is the 
type of concern where liquidity and 
profit margins are all that count. 
There are those who argue, further- 
more, that it is one of the best man- 
aged companies in Israel. In marked 
contrast to other large local industri- 
al enterprises, many of its subsidiar- 
ies have done well financially in re- 
cent years. Ἷ 

“I see us becoming ἃ much more 
business-minded company.” says 
Moshe Gadot, manager of the Bagir 
jacket factory. “When this place was 
Tun as a family business, there were 
more emotional factors involved. 
Clal will obviously run it more ac- 
cording to the books.” 

Clal’s management is still not will- 
ing to state exactly what this will 
entail, promising, “We will study 
the situation carefully and then de- 
cide.” But its intention has been 
made clear enough with comments 
like, “We are not a Histadrut com- 
pany” and “Whoever is not per- 
forming will be sent home.” 

Amos Sapir, Clal’s deputy man- 
aging-director, admits that cutbacks 
in personnel are inevitable, but he 
prefers the term “trimmings” to 
“dismissals. Other likely measures 
in store for Polgat, Sapir adds. are 
new investments and integration of 


revolution. 


Polgat’s activities with those of Ki- 
tan, the textile firm already owned 
by Clal. Clal's management takes 
pride in recalling how it turned Ki- 
tan into a profitable company and a 
major exporter of towels and linens 
since taking it over four years ago. 
Although there is no talk of this 
yet, Clal’s takeover may also bring 
with it fundamental changes in Pol- 
τ policy. 
The cuerwteltiiog bulk of Pol- 
gat’s exports have traditionally gone 
to Britain's Marks & Spencer. How- 
ever, putting all the eggs in one bas- 
ket — despite the fact that few stores

have been shocked two weeks ago to 
hear of the pending sale, for many 
of those directly involved in the ne- 
gotiations, the deal has been immi- 
nent for some time.

desk. awaiting implementation. Pol- - 


lack has many times in the past con- 
fided in Dovrat that he admired the 
latter’s ability to fire unnecessary 
workers — something he could never 
bring himself to do. 

The only part of the Polgat con- 
glomerate that is still making money 
is Bagir. headed by Dov Pollack, 
which has been forced to cover the 
losses of the other subsidiaries. 

The management at the company 
attributes the sharp downtum in 
profitability to the fact that most of 
Polgat’s raw materials are pur- 
chased in Europe, where currency 
fluctuations have made them much 
more expensive for Israeli import- 
ers. At the same time, the dollar has 
been weakening, whereas the U.S. 
market has been accounting for an 
increasing share of its exports. 

Most observers, however. point 
an accusing finger at Israel Pollack 
himself, who they claim has simply 
not been managing the company for 
the past several years. More preoc- 
cupied with his painting and goif, 
they say, Pollack rarely makes an 
appearance in his office anymore. 


LABOUR RELATIONS within the 
firm have traditionally been good 
and the company has never suffered 
a strike. Both Dov Pollack and Ra- 
hel Buka’i stress that the stereotype 
of textiles as a low-paid industry 
does not apply at Polgat.

THE LONG honeymoon of Bank of 
Israel Governor Michael Bruno and 
Finance Minister Moshe Nissim has 
ended. To experts, this was no sur- 
prise. Traditionally, the governor 
has opposed the Treasury's econom- 
ic policy, since he usually thinks in" 
classical economic terms rather than 
the way politicians do. 

Since we are in an election year, it 
was only natural that the good rela- 
tionship between the two sides 
would be eroded. Nissim was the 
man who bravely pushed for Bru- 
no's nomination as governor, as he 
believed that the professor who had 
contributed so much to the success 
of the economic stabilization pro- 
gramme should manage the Central 
Bank. Nissim's Likud party col- 
leagues then criticized the nomina- 
tion because Bruno is a supporter of 
the Peace Now movement. 

The relationship between the 
Treasury and the Central Bank has 
deteriorated not only on economic 
issues but also on a personal level.

ally demanded a more equal

Nissim had thought that the com- 
mittee would support his policy of 
reducing income tax on high income 
earners and speculators, while tak- 
ing away the basic, legitimate child 
allowance from most needy young 
families.

Scrapping the index 


An lll-conceived Measure 


THE TREASURY'S declared in- 


r tention to scrap the cost-of-living 


“allowance accord, and its hints to 
industrialists not to pay the next C- 
o-L allowance, is not only an ill- 
timed move, but also an ill-con- 
ceived measure which could be 
harmful and counterproductive. 

The Treasury has apparently for- 
gotten the main lesson of the success 
so far of the economtic stabilization 
programme: A sustainable effort to 
keep inflation down, without dis- 
rupting outpot, has to be based on a 
broad-based accord encompassing 
employers, the Histadrut and the 
government. What economists call 
“incomes policy” can be effective 
only if its based on a social accord. 

The coming C-o-L allowance, 
which is expected to be about 5 per 
cent, will be included in March wage 
packets. It will be the last aJowance 
paid under the current accord. The 
Treasury, by hinting to private em- 
ployers not to pay — or to offset the 
C-o-L allowance with a correspond- 
ing wage cut — will anger the Hista- 
drut. Obtaining the labour federa- 
tion's cooperation for the 
forthcoming collective wage agree- 
ment is much more important than 
getting around the next C-o-L 
allowance. : 

An even greater error is trying to 
scrap the C-o-L accord altogether. Lf 
the economy were experiencing 2 
very low rate of inflation, something 
like 3 per cent a year, such a step 
could be envisaged. But prices are 
currently going up by around 15 per 
cent a year, ει

They 
would = iia hikes as a way of 
insuring the wages against any 
unexpected shocks — either from a 
devaluation of the shekel or other 
government-initiated action. The 
danger in such situations is that 
wage hikes themseives could lead to 
inflation, thus activating a self-ful- 
filling prophecy. 

The Treasury should learn from 
what happened from 1974-1985, 
Starting in 1974, the Histadrut 
agreed to reduce significantly the 
level that salaries were linked to in- 
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flation. Then, the Treasury, on the 
advice of the Bank of Israel, tried to 
use high inflation “functionally” to 
erode wages. 

That policy failed because work- 
ers always succeeded in defending 
their real wages by getting compen- 
Satory salary hikes. And inflation 
skyrocketted from 40 per cent in 
1974 to 600 per cent on the eve of 
the economic stabilization pro- 
gramme in July 1985. 


AN AGREED upon and sustain- 
able C-o-L allowance is helpful in 
preventing a repetition of that disas- 
ter. It allows workers to protect 
themselves against surprises. By ne-

The basic truth in all the recent recoveri 
that they have been achieved by good stl er 
bard work and co-operation between management and 
labour.

These generalizations are validated by the history of 
each of the companies cited, but if we were to take one 
case study to illustrate them, it would surely have to be 
Elscint.

__ The rise and fall of Avraham Suhami: the brilliant, 
iron-willed autocrat who took Elscint from nothing to a 
far-flung multinational company with sales of almost

turned sour, the losses started mounting to levels no one 
here had ever believed possible. Within months, he was 
pushed out. His erstwhile mentor, Uzia Galil, took over

as chairman — suitable punishment for allowing Suhami 
to mun amok in the first place.

Herzliya mayor slams red

WASHINGTON (AP) — The gov- 
ernment here reported that the U.S. 
record trade deficit began to shrink 
in the final three months of 1987, a 
result of what one official linked to 
“a genuine export boom." 

A report released Wednesday by 
the Commerce Department showed 
that U.S. exports climbed 6 per cent 
during the period — a record level. 

The report said that with the nar-

of-payments basis marked the first 


quarterly improvement since the 
spring of 1986. 

“We have a genuine export boom 
going on and I think a lot of people 
are pleasantly surprised,” said Rob- 
ert Ortner, under Commerce Secre- 
tagy for economic affairs. 

Ortner said further improvements 
were likely in the months ahead at 
present levels of the U.S. dollar, 
which he said appears to have stabi- 
lized in foreign exchange markets.

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A brave mission 


THE U.S. secretary of state flew into Israel last night on a five- 
day Middle East shuttle, suggesting upon arrival that 1988 
could be made into a year of peace in the region. . 

Not quite, of course. What George Shultz really meant was 
that it could be made into the year of the beginning of a 
comprehensive peace, and then only if all parties concerned 
worked together in goodwill, open minds and with a realistic 
vision of what is possible. ΑἹ] the same the secretary's is a most 
ambitious programme, and the obstacles on its way seem 
almost insurmountable for the moment. 

The lame-duck status of the Reagan administration may, it 
is true, work to Mr. Shultz’s advantage by freeing him of some 
usual domestic constraints in his effort to get a genuine Mid- 
east peace process underway. But there is uncertainty as to 
how much of the United States’ obvious influence in the region 
will be available to back up the Shultz initiative. The other 
superpower, the Soviet Union, is now less obstructive of peace 
in the region than it used to be, but the degree of its readiness 
to cooperate without seeking to prescribe is yet to be tested. 

In the meantime, it appears that the secretary should not 
expect the red carpet to be rolled out for him in the Arab 
capitals. King Hussein, conspicuous by his present absence 
from Amman, is in any case understood to have scrapped his 
London agreement with the foreign minister, Shimon Peres, 
on a non-coercive international peace conference. The PLO, 
insisting, true to form, on getting whatever it wants, will not 
even allow trusted Palestinian leaders in the territories to meet 
with Mr. Shultz during his stay in the area. 

But the factor, besides America’s own attitude, that will 
decide the fate of Mr. Shultz's shuttle, is above all the attitude 
of Israel, for the simple reason that it holds in its hand the main 
bone of contention in the dispute, the occupied territories. 

Diplomatic gobbledegook aside, Israel's, meaning the veto- 
wielding Likud's position is that no portion whatever of the 
territories can be ceded to any Arab party, because they are 
primordially Israel's, because they are vital to Israel's security, 
and because whatever obligation Israel may have incurred 
under Resolution 242 to withdraw from them has been dis- 
charged through the return of Sinai to Egypt. 

Unless Mr. Shultz knocks it into Yitzhak Shamir’s head, 
which will take some doing, that his own outline for a com- 

pressed autonomy leading straight to peace-for-land negotia- 
tions is the only viable, just and legitimate peace plan, his 
mission here will end up in shallows and in miseries. 


Health insurance for all 


ADVISED only a little while ago by the finance minister to 
mind her own business, the minister of health, Shoshana 
Arbeli-Almoslino, is out to prove that she is doing just that. 
With the latest hospital strike now settled, she is about to lay a 
national health insurance bill before the cabinet, which the 
Treasury may again not particularly care for. 

The bill will require everyone over 18, including the four per 
cent of Israel’s population currently uninsured, to join a health 
fund. The choice of the fund will be free, and so will be the 
choice of a clinic doctor within the fund. The cost of organ 
transplants currently unavailable in this country will be fi- 
nanced by the health funds to which a patient belongs. Citizens 
recognized as indigent will have their membership fees in a 
health fund paid by the state. Medical rehabilitation equip- 
ment, false teeth and preventive dental care for “high-risk 
groups” will all be supplied free by the funds. 

How will all this be accomplished ? Where will the money 
for it come from ? The public health system as it is could not 
begin to shoulder the added burden which the health minister 
would place upon it. * 

In the past few years the Treasury's subsidy to the health 
funds has dropped from nearly one half to below 10 per cent of 
their operating expenses. This has led most funds to the verge 
of bankruptcy, from which they were rescued only by Jast- 
minute Treasury bailouts. The worst hit has been the Hista- 
drut’s Kupat Holim Clalit, the country’s largest, which, unlike 
the other health funds, cannot refuse to admit applicants 
because of, say, their bad health record, so long as they are 
members of the labour federation. 

The solution proposed in the Arbeli-Almostino bill is the 
setting up of obligatory guidelines for the government's sup- 
port of the public health system. This, together with the 
suggested establishment of a semi-independent state hospital 
authority, might conceivably help the system out of its present 
financial predicament. 

It remains to be seen how other cabinet ministers, notably 
the finance minister, react to the draft bill. The least that 
Moshe Nissim may be expected to demand in exchange for his 
consent is proof positive that the health funds have done 


WASHINGTON - Secretary of 
State George Shultz, who has em- 
barked on a major new Arab-Israeli 
peace initiative, has made it clear 
that its success hinges on winning 
the support of both the Labour and 
Likud halves of the Israeli govern- 
ment. He and his top aides do not 
believe that their proposals can get 
off the ground unless there is bipar- 
tisan Israeli involvement. 

Foreign Minister Shimon Peres's 
endorsement is simply not enough. 
What is also absolutely essential, the 
Americans believe, is that Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir must coop- 
erate as well. That assumption has 
served as the basic premise of 
Shultz’s preliminary diplomatic ac- 
tivity in recent weeks. 

“I believe that in Israel, in any 
country, if you come to negotiate 
about the sorts of issues that we 
have involved here, which go so 
deep to the values, to the security, 
to the historic, religious base of the 
country, as these issues do. you real- 
ly can’t expect to do important 
things unless there is broad support 
in that country,” Shultz told a 
closed-door meeting of the Council 
on Foreign Relations, an influential 
private group. “Fifty-one to 49 is 
not the basis on which you can do 
things that are as difficult as these.” 

What the secretary of state did 
not say, but what has become clear 
in recent weeks, is that be has care- 
fully learned from the many mis- 
takes made during President Ronald 
Reagan's ill-fated September 1, 
1982, Arab-Israeli peace initiative. 
At that time, the U.S. had earlier 
held extensive discussions only with 
Jordan's King Hussein who prom- 
ised his support. But the U.S. pro- 
posals, cloaked in secrecy, came as a 
complete surprise and shock to 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin, 
who immediately rejected them. 

Reagan and Shultz -- the present 
secretary having replaced Alexan- 
der Haig only two-and-a-half 
months earlier - also failed to win 
any advance support from other key 
groups in the United States, includ- 
ing Congress and the American Jew- 
ish leadership. Following Begin's 
lead, many influential voices in both 
these camps eventually sought to 
undermine the U.S. effort.
